All of this unusual -music and talent 
can be enjoyed in the cool of the 
evening, with nature's own beautiful 
background, and 1 her breezes blending 
the birds' twilight lullabys with the 
harmony of many human throats. 

You rarely hear a combination of 
trained voices, internationally famed 
orchestra, and two famous operatic 
soloists.

She was accorded an ova- 
tion seldom tendered any artist in 
Buffalo in her rendition of the taxing 
"Mad Scene" and aroused the house 
to such a pitch of enthusiasm that 
even the members of the orchestra rose 
and joined in the acclaims. Josephine 
Luchese is an American born of Italian 
parents, and having her home in San 
Antonio, Texas. She recently married 
Captain Caruso, who is her manager. 

Signer Ciro De Ritis, the Italian 
baritone of note, i» arranging, by spe 
rial request, several operatic arias and 
(brilliant songs. He has sung many 
leading roles in the prominent opera 
houses through Jtaly, as well as in 
America. 

As the soloists will render music of 
great technic and artistry, Prof.: Nice 
has selected numbers for" the Chorus of 
swinging theme and appealing har 
many. The singers have been assidiu- 
ously rehearsing for the past several 
weeks in an effort to make this one 
of the very best concerts ever heard 
in this part of the country.

GENERAL RULES RESPECTING 
THE FLAG ARE- AS FOLLOWS: 

It should never be festooned, but al- 
ways hung flat or open. 

As an altar-covering the starry field 
•should be at, the right as' you face th'fl 
altar. 

Before being half-masted, the flag 
should be run to the staff-head and low- 
ered to half-mast, and when balf-mast- 
ed and about to be hauled down, it 
should be mast-beaded before being 
hauled down. 

Xm other flag should be hoisted above 
the American flag, except the white 
triangle and the blue cross of the church 
pennant. 

When the flag is carried with other 
flags in a parade the national colors 
claim the place of honor at the right 
of the other flags, and is never dipped.. 

"When you drape the American flag 
with that of another color or banner 
of an > organization, always place the 
national colors at the right. 

When the flag is hung in a hori- 
zontal position the starry field is
